Exciting Scenes on Pine and Ninth and 
Chestnut—Arrests Made and Some 
Clubbing Done. 


The street car strike was inaugurated in 


earnest this morning, and the rail- 
road officials who had all along 
doubted the solidity of the movement 


were surprised and discomfitted. The streets 
were full of people at an early hour and the 


various car stables, or ‘‘barns,’’ as the men 


call them, were surrounded by crowds 
of people. Every conductor and driver had 
his friends and sympathisers, and the 


number of curiosity seekers was also very 
large. POST-DISPATCH] reporters visited all 
the stables at an early hour, and were on hand 
at the starting time, as will be seen by the 
descriptions published below. In the neigh- 


borhood of the Olive Street car 
headquarters and all through Stoddard Addi- 
tion the excitement was very rife. Business 
men, who recognized the fact that there was a 
probability of having to walk down town, 
rose half an hour earlier, and as they 
passed the stables they interchanged greetings 
with the boys. Several gentiemen who were 
driving down town in carriages shouted out 
their encouragement to the boys, and later in 
the morning the ladies waved 
their handkerchiefs, which compliment 
was returned by loud huzzas from the strikers. 
Rolla Wells was on hand early at his stables. 
He acknowledged his defeat, but took it in his 
usual nonchalant way. When the reporter 


came up, Rolla was seated in his buen 
telling the following story. He 
Said ne met a friend yesterday, a 


rominent business man, and that the latter 
ad asked him what were the chances for a 
strike. Rolla told him, as he was telling every- 
body else yesterday, that the strike was all 
moonshine, when his friend replied, ‘‘Well, I 
have spoken to several conductors on your 
line, and the result has een 
that I have bunted up a chiropodist and had 
— corns pared down ready for action.“ 1 
tell vou,“ said Rolla in conclusion, ‘‘I used 
to think it was the POST-DISPATCH that started. 
this d——d strike, but I am now beginning 
to believe that the corn octors 
are at the bottom of it. Good bye, boys. I’m 
going outtothe Narrow Guage to meet the 
oldman. There are not many cars running 
out that way, und I'm afraid the old gentleman 
has been neglecting his bunions of late.“ 

After 8 o’clock both sides of Olive, Pine and 
Chestnut streets and Washington avenue, and 
all the cross streets were crowded with busi- 
ness men walking down. Jokes and chaff of 
all kinds were frequent. 

The ladies stood on the door steps and 
filled the windows and@@as the processions 
marched along handké@shiefs were waved 
and greetings exchang® The streets 
seemed to be 12 with peo- 
ple all interested in the ovement. Occa- 
sionally a car crept along, t the citizens re- 
tused to use it, In numero instances men 
who were riding were called off the cars by 
their friends on the street, and joined the pe 
destrians. 

A great many ladies also came down from 
the West End, all walking. As the crowds 
passed by the car stables the strikers separat- 
ed into lines on either side, took off their hats, 
cheered and shouted lustily. 

A CAR MOBBED. 

An exciting scene occurred on Chestnut 
street between Fifth and Sixth street,at 8:30 a. 
m. Car24 had beenrun outfrom the Market 
street stables in charge of a driver 
engaged for this day only, and the 
little conductor, whois equally well-known 
by his soubriquet of ‘*Shorty’’ or Uncle 
Johnny.’’ Heisoneof the oldest employes 
of the road, and the boys made no objection 
to his turning out. When the car reached 
the above named place, on the home 
trip, bars of iron and rocks were found piled 
on the track, and al crowd had assem- 
bled. The driver asked the crowd to remove 
the obstruction and was answered by 
soouts and laughter. Some fellow 
in the car threw a stone which 
broke in the front window. Another missile 
was thrown at the rear end and struck ‘‘Uncle 
Johnny’’ inthe@head. The latterthrew up his 


hands and exclaiming, ‘‘I give}, op. £1 
stepped down from the car. he 
crowd ordered the driver to unhiteh 


the horses and take them back to the stable. 


He did so, leaving the car standing in mid- 
dle of Chestnut street, where it re for 


| 


several hours. ‘‘Shorty’’ walked west feel- 
ing very bad. The crowd which did this 
mobbing was not composed of strikers, but of 
Outsiders in sympathy with the men. 

A SURRENDER. ? 

The news was soon spread among the strikers 
that the Benton-Bellefontaine had granted the 
terms demanded, and this was a seurce of 
great encouragement, This was offset by 
the informatioirthat the Franklin avenue men 
were running regularly, and the Union Depot 
Line was also out pretty strong. he 
down town termini were surrounded by 
crowds all morning, Fourth and Market streets 
and Fifth and Walnut being the special points 
of rencezvous., The crowds were all good 
natured but were in thorough sympathy with 
the strikers. Old men marched along with a 
tired, but determined Air, which 
indicated that they had walked a 
long distance to stand bythe boys in their 
test. At 9:30 a. m. the strikers all tormed in 
procession and headed by a drum, 
they made the rounds in pro- 
cession. The crowd halted in front ot 
the PoOST-DISPATCH office and gave three 
rousing cheers andatiger. Strong details of 
police are parading the city, but there is little 
need for their services, quiet and order being 
the usual rule. : 

WASHINGTON AVENUE YELLOW LINE. 

The conductors and drivers assembled early 
this morning with an almost unanimous de- 
termination not to work unless the terms 
were granted. Foreman Cooney was 
on hand and with the hostlers began to 
get the cars out. When one of them was ready’ 
Mr. John H. Maxon, the president, came up 
and took hold of matters. He spoke to the 
boys for a couple of minutes, advising them to 
goto work, and asking them whether they 


would do so. Shouts of dissent 
were universal. We Will work 12 
hours, no more,’’ was shouted 


back. Mr. Maxon says it was no use to per- 
sist, and he ordered the men present to walk 
up stairsand get their pay, Twenty-five of 
them did so. The first car was then started 
out, the driver being a dirty and bedraggled 
looking man, who was freely guyed by the 
strikers. 

Three other cars were run out, each of them 
run by one man, the conductors and drivers 
standing around and looking on in gloomy 
silence. Mr. Maxon drove off dis- 
gusted, and Superintendent Cooney 
made strenuous’ efforts, but could 
not get men to run another car. Outof the 
twenty cars which should be out at8 o’clock 
sixteen were lyingidleinthe stable. The others 
were drawing very little revenue, for the men 
were in many cases so rattled that they even 
neglected to collect fares. A new driver com- 
ing down bythestable, with the break hard 
uponthe horses, was reccived With derision 


and shouts of laughter. Superintendent 
Cooney said that many of the 
long run men, who were out 
late last night, had promised 


to be on hand in the morning, but very few of 
them put in an appearance. It was under- 
stood that Mr. Maxon was hunting men, but 
he seemed to meet with little 
success. Not one driver on the line 
ran out to-day and but three regular conduct- 
ors. The road employs 51 men. 
MARKET STREET LINE. 

The conductors and drivers began to assem- 

ble across from the stables as early as 5 a. m. 


Wm. Henry and John Dugger, the 
foremen of the stables, were on 
hand and five big policemen were 


stationed atthe corner. As the whistle was 
blown summoning the men to work not afmove 
was made bythe men, although one or two 
conductors had already gone over to the office 
and announced that they would work. At 5:40 
a.m. fereman Dugger came across the street 
and asked the men if they would .work. 
Can't do it,“ was the universal shout. 
Sorry, John, but it can’t be done.’’ Mr. 
Dugger then announced that he would have 
out the first car on the stand and woul 


if anybody would take it out. He did 60, 
and again asked the men whether 


any ofthem wanted the car. They all de- 
clared they did not. He then called up a man 


named Bill Crombie, a restaurant wai- 
ter, and gave him the. lines. 
Sam Baker, an extra“ condue- 


tor, in uniform, mounted the rear platform 
and the cars moved off down town, not a word 
being said by anybody. The second car was 
then hauled out and two new men entirely un- 
known to any of the boys 3 charge 
Of it as it started for the hill. hree other cars 
were run out, two of them manned only by & 
driver. 

The boys offered no obstruction, but the 
passengers all seemed to be walking down town 
and asthey passed the boys the cheers were 
loud and long. Foreman Dugger managed 
things splendidly under the circumstances, but 
he could not succeed in running out more than 
five cars. One of these turned in after the first 
trip and the other came 82 down town, as 
is described elsewhere. The men are very or- 
derly and are keeping as quiet as possible. 

THE GRAVOIS STABLES, 


At 5 o’clock this morning there was a gath- 
ering of a hundred men and boys at the inter- 
section of the Gravois Road and Jefferson 
avenue, where the stables of both the Yellow 
and Blue Lines of the Union Depot Company 
are located. President Scullin and his son 
and Superintendent Roach were all present. 
They all mingied with the men and talked 
kindly. Roach especially demonstrated his in- 


fluence with the employes, and that the first 
cars got off on time was due largely to tact. 


President Scullin yesterday raised the wages 
of conductors and drivers twenty-five cents a 
day, ani the assurance was given that just as 
soon as the stables, which are now building, 
were finished, the schedule should be so ar- 
ranged as to make the day average only four- 
teen hours. This was coming pretty near the 
terms demanded,but a committee of the Union 
decided tnat they must stand by the men on 
the other lines. They asked afurther conces- 
sion of twelve and a half cents for every 
extra hour’s work required. President Scullin 
replied that the concessions he had offered 
were the best he could do. It was simply im- 
possible to operate the roads and make the 
runs all twelve hours long. 

The committee ruled that thefmen must strike 
but the decision was oot partially accepted. 
Nobody was discharged, but the President and 
Superintendent went about among their em- 
ploves picking out one here and another there 
and making personal appeals to them to goto 
work. In quite a number of instances the ap- 
peals were heeded, and by SO clock sixteen of 
the twenty four cars were running, about half 
of them with green hands. 

Driver Hans started out at 5:20, the regular 
hour, without any conductor. 

Ten minutes later Hostler Lutz grappled%the 
lines and brake and followed down the yellow 
line. 

Conductor Golden took out the third yellow 
car, doing his own driving. 

Mr. Boyd, the secretary of the 9 took 
the plattorm with a bell punch in his hands, 
some of the strikers expressing the hope that 
he wouldn’t turn in his accounts short. 

Cary, a carpenter of the Mound City Line, 
who has beenin Mr. Scullin’s employ a long 
time, took out the next yellow car, but being 
unaceustomed to the route switched off on the 
Lafayette Park branch, while the crowd 
shouted in derision. It was no time to correct 
blunders, however, and the car went ahead 
over a route unusual to it. 

Mr. Scullin, the son of the President, then 
mounted a car with Conductor Kenny, driving 
and made the trip. 

Mr. Nolah, an employe in the office of the 
company, went off next in charge Of a blue 
car, Conductor Cullen driving. 


FIFTH STREET LINE, SOUTH END. 


At the southern terminus of the Fifth Street 
Line, corner of Carondelet avenue and Gate 
street, quiet prevailed allday. The men as- 
sembled at the sheds at a few minutes to 5 
o’élock this morning. Atfirst they were in- 
clined to enjoy themselves, but Sergeant Sam. 
Murray, of the Second Police District, was de 
tailed with three or four officers to preserve 


order. He walked into the crowd 
and said, ‘‘Gentlemen, you are vio- 
lutin the city ordinances now, 


and if you persist I will have to run you in one 
by one if it takes me the whole day to do it. 
One of the men replied that it was not their 
intention to cause any disturbance whatever. 
When a Post-DISPATCH reporter arrived, at a 
few minutes past5 o'clock, the men stood in 
the recess of the entrance to Arsenal Park, just 
opposite the stables. On this end of the road 
there are twenty regular and eight extra dri- 
vert and 8 regular and six extra condact- 
ors striking. They quietly discussed the situa- 
tion and the chances of success. The men are 
under the leadership of Robert Hulen and R. 
J. Canning, twoof the best they could have 
selected to successfully manage their affairs. 
The crowds of business mén living in the 
southern — of the eitywalked up town, 
cheering the men as they passed and advising 
them to bold“ out for shorter hours.

A Peculiar Deafness. 
Interview with E. €. Cowles in Cleveland Sun. 


Ever since I was born I had the misfortune 
to have avery peculiar deafness, which af- 
fected my pronunciation. 

‘‘How can your hearing affect your pro- 
nunciation, if I may be allowed to ask the 
question?“ 

“The answer to that question will surprise 
you and your readers. My deafness is some- 
what of the nature of color-blindness. There 
are certain sounds I never hear. I have never 
heard the sound of the bird since I came into 
this world, and until I grew up to manhood I 
had ulways supposed the music ofthe bird 
Was a poeticai fiction. 
with canary birds, and they may all sing at 
once, andl never would hear anote, butI 
would hear the flutterings of their wings. I 
never hear the hissing sound inthe human 
voice, consequently not knowing of the exist- 
ence of that sound, I grew upto manhood 
without ever makingitin my speech. A por- 
tion of the consonants I never hear, yet I can 
hear all the vowels. I never could distin- 
guish the differences between the 
hard sound of the letter ‘s’ and the soft 
sound, consequently I frequently mix these 
sounds in asad manner. It is the same with 
the soft and hard sound of the letter g.“ It 
was only by accident, after my marriage, that 
I discovered the existence of the hissing 
sound of the human voice. I was then taught 
how to make it, but I never hear it in my 
own voice, consequently I frequently 
miss making that sound in my speech without 
knowing it. Owing to its having become 
second nature to me to omit the sound of the 
letter 's, when I do make it I labor in doing 
so, Which in a great measure gives my pro- 
nunciation the peculiarity it has. There are 
words which I pronounce literally according 
to the spelling, which gives an additional pe- 
culiarity to my speech. For instance 
I used to pronounce the word 
just as it is spelled until I 
wis corrected, when I now pronounce it pa- 
rokial.’ I cannothear the difference between 
the sounds ‘ch’ and *k*’ when embodied in a 
word. All these examples will give an idea 
how it is that my peculiar deafness affects my 
ech. Before I was taught to make the hiss- 
Ing sound my pronunciation sounded the same 
lo everybody that theirs did to me! About a

the overworked men was so universally re- 
cognized that nobody complained. There was 
trouble on all the lines save that of Franklin 
avenue, where the men were satisfied with 
botb hours and wages and refused to join the 
movement. The managers of the Bellefon- 
taine Line acceded to the demands of their 
men and kept their cars running regularly. 
Up to this time the strikers have behaved with 
great good sense and have done nothing to 
forfeit the respect of the public. In most 
cases where adverse demonstrations were 
made against the ‘“Scratches’’ sent 
out by the resisting companies, the 
prime movers were outsiders who simply 
wished to further the interests of the 
strikers. : Several of the companies are pro- 
posing compromises to their men,and the 
probabilities are that all the troubles will be 
over by Monday. The strike has demonstra- 
ted to the street railway magnates that the 
people of the city detest the narrow, mean 
and oppressive systems which characterize 
their business. There is a general feeling 
that the strect railways get more out of the 
city than they are entitled to. They pay big 
dividends on watered stock, refuse to keep 
the streets in repair and generally treat the 
city with contempt. Under the circumstances 
itis but natural that the people who patro- 
nize the roads should resist an oppression of 
employes which is only designed to swell 
dividends. The car conductors and drivers 
Lave a perfect right to demand a reduction of 
working hours and.they are justified in quit- 
ting when their reasonable request is refused. 
If they will only bear in mind that they have 
no right toinjure property or prevent other 
people from working, they will have the re- 
spect and good will of everybody and their 
cause will win because the Railway com- 
panies will be unable to defy a united public 
sentiment.

A Word for the Drug Clerks. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

We think it now in season to stir up the drug 
clerks in this town to goona strike; they are 
more abused creatures than thecar drivers. 
They have to work sixteen to eighteen hours a 
day on an average, and are even not allowed 
to sleep the remaining few hours,by being dis- 
turbed two and three times a night for a dose 
of pills, castor oil, etc. The wages of the 
drug clerk: averages from $30 to 36” a month 
($60 being only for a few first-class clerks), 
which is below that of the car drivers. 

SYMPATHIZING CITIZENS, 


Iron Molders Strike. 

A small strike of iron molders took place 
this morning at the Standard Foundry, on 
Collins street near Ashley. The foundry is a 
smallone, andonly employs eighteen mold- 
ers. Day before yesterday a committee of the 
molders waited on Mr. Eliot Todd, the pres- 


ident,and asked for an increaseof pay of about 
fifteen per cent. They were then receiving 
from $2 25 to $275 per day according to ability. 
Yesterday Mr. Todd agreed to the raise for 
Line of the men, but refused it to the other 
nine on the ground that they were worth no 
more than they are. reeeiving. 
Accordingly this morning twelve of the 
molders refused to work. A call was made 
upon Mr. Todd by a reporter of the Posr-Dis- 
PATCH. He said it was not a Molders’ Union 
strike, but a private one and totally without 
cause, forthe reason that he was paying the 
same rates as other foundries for the same 
Class of work. The six men who remained 
were the best of the lot, he said. The leader 
of the strike was a man who had been dis- 
charged andthen taken baek. Most of the 
men were notreally in favor of the strike. 


Shoving the Queer. 

There was a preliminary hearing this morn- 
ing before U. S. Commissioner Shelby upon a 
charge against John Connelly of attempting to 
pass a counterfeit dollar coin on John Wood- 
lock at a saloon on Seventh street, between 


Market and Walnut strects. Connelly was ar- 
rested by the police at the instance 
of Mr. Woodlock immediatety atter 
the attempt. Tie worst feature of the evi- 
cence elicted by Assistant Disteict Attorney 
Smith against Connelly is the fact that at the 
time he attempted to pass the dollar by asking 
forsmaller silverin change, he had a pocket 
of small change in quarters and half dollars 
which was produced before the Commissioner. 
Conneliy’s own statement is to the 
etfect that he came on here from Indianapolis 
where he had been working at the Bates House 
as porter and assistant cook, expecting to go 
to Colorado, but he altered his mind and sold 
his ticket, intending to apply tor work at the 
new Southern Hotel. Lying around the Fifth 
street saloons, he changed some five dollar 
Lills and her contends that the spurious coin 
came into his hands in that way. The Commis- 
sioner ordered him to be held in custody, 
awaiting the action of Court.

THE FIFTH STREET LINE—NORTH END. 

At 5 o’clock this morning the conductors 
and drivers and other employes ofthe St. Louis 
Railway Company met at the northern office 
of the line on Broadway aad Salisbury street 
to settle once for all the question of the hour. 
The boys had rather a sleepy, up-all night air 
aboutthem but were good humored. They 
bad begun to gather at about half-past 4, an 
spent the interval in larking around in a light- 
hearted way as though a strike were one ofthe 
johiest and best of jokes. The crowd was 
splendidly reinforced by about a hun red out- 
siders who wanted to give the boys 
a boom and who expressed them- 
selves as hungering for somebody’s viscera in 
the event thatthe said somebody took out a 
car. All demonstrations of this kind, how- 
ever, were —— quelled by the commit- 
teemen. Dennis Connors and Charles Cantel, 
who poured oil upon the troubled waters and 
kept the malcontents quiet. Indeed, all the 
disturbanee, of which there was very little, 
came fromthe outsiders; the strikers them- 
selves wert well behaved orderly and quiet. 
They evidently meant business and they had 
no intention whatever of forfeiting the sym- 
pathy of the people by any violence. At a lit- 
tle atter5 Mr. Peper, the President of the road, 
appeared and passed into the office amid a lit - 
tle inoffensive guying. There was then a 
lengthy consultation among the officers and 
the men were called in. Mr. Peper 
made quite a lengthy speech to the 
men, advising them to go quietly to work and 
not strike. He was heard respectfully and in 
silence, and when he had concluded, Frank 
Dolan asked if he might reply for the men. He 
did so, and stated their case fairly and ®quare- 
ly, saying that they had determined to strike, 
and giving thereasens than led them to that 
course. Atthe conclusion of Dolan’s address 
Mr. Peper warped the men forthe last time 
not to strike, saying that while it was possible 
that the company might have toyield tothem, 
it would not be two weeks before the men 
would be Sorry for their course. 
He was informed that the boys would 
chance it, and everybody filed out of the 
office again. The stable men had hitched up 
the carsin the meantime and they stoodina 
long row ready to goout. Not a man mounted 
a cur. The bosses moved about, the employes 
auvising them to goto work, but their efforts 
were utterly futile, and at last, at 6:20 a. m., 
Mr. Peper himself and Hogan, the stable boss, 
pulled out on the first car, which ran an hour 
and ten minutes late. At this point the animal 
spirits of the crowd broke loose, and Mr. Peper 
wus guyed till he became red in the 
face. All kinds of ironical advice 
was proffered to him astothe artof ear con- 
ductor. He was warned that the spotter was on 
his trail and that he should be careful about 
what he ‘‘knocked down.’’ He was advised 
further about not permitting anybody to ride 
free and not getting behind time, lest he 
should be docked, and finally he went offina 
blaze of vocal pyrotechnics which did equal 
credit to the heads and hearts of the crowd. 
Only five cars of the twenty-six usually started 
fromthe northern stable turned out. There 
were Cars enough to go round, but the officers 
of the company gave outat this point. Only 
two of the men went with the cars and 
they will hardly work the day out, 

As the cars went down town they were wel- 
comed with salvas of mud from gangs of small 
boys, posted as videttes along the corners; 
other boys beseiged the back platforms, and 
after they had driven the conductor inside 
the bomb proof they would gaily execute war- 
danceson the conquered territory, wind up 
the brakes, ring the bell and perform divers 
other irritating feats. and make use of bad lan- 
guage and abuse. Then usually the conductor 
would rally and one, sometimes two, small 
boys would get ‘‘h’isted off,’’ whereupon the 
pertormance begun again de capo.. 

The Fifth street employes formed themselves 
into procession, fifty-four strong, with a 
drummer at their head, and went first up 
toward the Benton Bellefontaine’ stables. 
They were met by the committec from that 
road, however, and turned back with the good 
news that that road had wheeled into line and 
accepted the Union proposal. They then 
marched down Broadway and Fifth street 
to Chase & Cabot’s, where three rousing cheers 
were given to Mr. Chase. The Post-DIspxTrcp 
was honorea with a similar compliment and 
the boys proceeded to Central. Turner Hall to 
attend to-day’s meeting. 

THE PEOPLE'S LINE. 

The drivers and conductors of the People’s 
ine (known as the Fourth Street and Luafay- 
ette Park Line) assembled in a body at the 
stables on Eighteenth and Park avenue at 5 
o’clock this morning. There was not a faint- 
hearted man in the crowd. All expressed 
themselves as determined never to pull out a 
car aguin until their demands had been met, 
They were exceedingly quiet, and the detach- 
1 „t of police that was present wus entirely 
uriee + - Thestrikers took up a position di- 
“OR. .: €. e treet from the stable doors, 
rut = * 1.) not to obstruct the 
pavemen „ig e(in any loud or abusive 
talk. I'residenterrigan, of the street Car 
Union, belongs tothis line and his influence 
was constantly exerted toward peaceable meas- 
ures. At a quarter past 5 o’clock James Walsh 
brought the ow] ear in on its last trip. He stop- 
ped and told the men that he had agreed to 
run one extra trip, but that he would run no 
more than one, and would take no minan’s car. 
At half past 5 o'clock, when it was time to run 
out the first day car, Patrick Shea, the Super- 
indent, wenttothe men and asked them if 
they would work. They replied no, and 
he feft, looking gloomy. The road seemed not 
to put much faith in the strike for no prepara- 
tions whatever hd been made to run with 
stable men. Atsix o’clockthe first car was 
run out and was taken charge of by the night- 
watchman, Michael Shea. Soon after the ‘‘owl 
nian“ went down with bis car, the strikers 
sent a boy down with the cartorcport its re- 
ception down town. These two cars were the 
only cars the line took out of the stable this 
morning,and they were but poorly patronized. 
The people in the Lafayette Park district are 
not very used to walking, but they seemed to 
be very much in sympathy with the conduet: 
ors. Scores and scores of them passed the 
stables walking, and spoke encouragingly to 
the strikers. Even when there was a car pass- 
ing the majority were not disposed to avail 
themselves of a seat within it. The night 
watchman reported that he met with much 
verbal abuse all along the route, especially on 
Fourth street, but no attempt at violence was 
made. When Walsh, the ‘‘owl-man,’’ came 
back his car was boarded by Superintendent 
Shea, who, in a short time, so worked him 
around that he took the car out again, contrary 
to hisown voluntary promise not to do so. 
He will probably continue to run all day. None 
of the strikers on this line have been paid off. 
The men have all the time been willing to take 
$150 per day if they could get short hours. 

OLIVE STREET LINE. 


Rolla Wells was at the stables early this 
was confident that there 
would be no strike. He changed his mind, 
however, when running outtime arrived. Nota 
single driver answered the summons when 
the first car was ready. Mr. Wells seemed to 
be astonished and he talked tothe men about 
the folly of their course. He advised them 
that if they stood by the road the fact would 
not be forgotten. Heclaimed that no notice 
had been given him of the strike and promised 
that he would consider the matter carefully, if 
they would goon with their work. The speech 
had no effect whatever. The men heard it 
through silence and then broke out with 
shouts ‘‘Twelve hours is adecent day’s work, 
Give us twelve hours or nothing, ete. Mr. 
Wells tried to reason with the men, but it was 
ofnoavail. The first car was run out, and a 
man not known to the boys mounted the front 
end. The strikers crowded around him to 
reason with him, but he declared 
that he was starving and needed the 
money. Three other cars then run out, two 
going west, neither of them having drivers, 
the conductors in each caso handling the 
lines. Delegations of citizens passed down 
and all of them stopp d and advise 
the boys to hold out. When 
car 90 returned to the stables 
after completing the round, Conductor McNeil, 
who was running the whole car,was greeted by 
the strikers who were gathered around the 
stables, but said nothing. As he again 
approached the barn, on his 
way back from Grand avenue 
he halted a minnte, a couple of the boys hada 
talk with him, and Mac fipally put on the brake 
and announced he would gonofurther. The 
car was full of passengers, but they all an- 
nounced themselves —＋ to walk, and the 
car was bauled back into the stables. McNeil 
was warmly congratulated by all the boys, and 
especially by Conductor McBride, who has been 
running on 00 for along time, but who had xe

CASS AVENUE LINE. 

At the stables on Glasgow and Cass avenue 
all the drivers and conductors assembled at 
anearly hour. About 5:30 o'clock a few cars 
were run out of the stable on the track, but 
each and every driver refused to take a car. 
After considerable yelling the cars 
were again run into the stable where 
they remained. Messrs. Chipley and 
Bartholomew were hustling around among 
the men in hope of finding some one to drive 
the first car. Several extras were assembled 
on the corners, but all retused to drive. About 
6 o’clock the,majority of the men started for 
home, where they intended to remain for the 
rest of the day. As the extras left 
Chipley remarked that there was not a 
man among them that would not 
drive if they were promised a permanent posi- 
tion. Several hostlers and loungers were ap- 
proached and asked to run a car, but none ac- 
cepted the proposition. Chipley remarked to 
the squad of police assembled near the station 
that not one of those extras would drive an- 
other car for him.’’ Many of the business men 
walking to town chatted _— humoredly with 
the strikers, and advised them to hold out if 
possible. . 

UNION LINE. 

Superintendent Moran, who is in charge of 
this line, declaredthat he would run his cars, 
and made early preparations this morning. 
Two or three cars were run out 
on the tracks in front ot the 
north side of the Fair Grounds, but 
very few of the regular men were willing to 
work. Finally, some ‘‘extras and strangers 
were scared up, and consented to run, the 
regular men standing around and making no 
demonstration as the first and second cars 
pulled out. 

When the cars reached the terminus, at 
Fourth and Locust streets, the drivers and 
conductors were interviewed by a committee 
of strikers and by several citizens, and they 
all declared that they vould turn in as soon as 
they reached the stables. 

WASHINGTON AVENUE BLUE LINE. 

The drivers of the Blue Line Division of the 
Lindell Railway are solid to-day for the strike. 
The road has been running twenty-nine bob- 
tails. Eventhe ‘‘owl car“ driver has joined 
the movement and will not drive to-night. <All 
the short-run drivers were paid offlast night 
and three of the long run; and to-day the re- 
mainder will receive their cash. The men did 
not assemble ina body at 5:30 o’clock,but most 
o'clock. An attempt was made 
morning to run the 
cars with hostlers and stuble men, but it 
proved unsuccesstul. Five men ofthis class 
refusing to drive were discharged by Superin- 
tendent Llewellynand paid off. Three others 
were persuaded to take out cars, us also the 
assistant toreman, Thomas Beatty. Of these 
one quit after asingle trip, and Beatty after 
twotrips. The other two continued to run 
and will stick out the abuse which is piled

The man whose turn it 
was to take out the first car 
was Michael Murphy.

The usual time for 
the first car to start is 5:45,.but as the Superin- 
tendent of the line-requested, Murphy started 
ee an hour earlier. All the other reg- 
ular drivers took out their cars in their turn, 
and the hopes of the dissatisfied ones evapo- 
rated. A squad of tive police were 
at the stables all morning, 
but their presence was umnecessary. Severul 
extra drivers were gn_ hand but as none of the 
regular’s retusedto take out their cars they 
remained idle. ene were of the opinion that 
if any man besides Murphy anda few others 
who have been born and raised in the service 
ofthe company were asked to take outthe 
first car there would be a general strike along 
the line. 

THE BENTON BELLEFONTAINE LINE. 

As soon as the employes of the Benton- 
sellefontaine Line met at the stables this 
morning they were told to goto work at their 
own figures and hours, an announcement 
which was received with cheers. The boys all 
fellin and pulied the cars out which were 
soon decorated with flags made of 
handkerchicts and miscellaneous streamers. 

As the cars ot this line passed intersecting 
railways it was very amusing to hear the un- 
complimentary remarks they handed over to 
their confreres on the other lines. Some of the 
cpithets were ungenerously exasperating and 
would have brought on hostilities had 
public sentiment been so strongly 
fessedly with the Bridge an 
ployes. 

HOW THE STRIKE STANDS NOW, 

To show justhowthe strike stands to-day 
the following table has been prepared from in- 
formation furnished by.the Striking Executive 
Committeemen. To account for the occasional 
divergence between the number of cars run 
ning and the number of men at work, it must 
be remembered that the officers of the com- 
pany’s are at work on the cars: 
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To-Day’s Meeting. 

At 10 o’cloek this morning the striking street 
car employes met in mass meeting at Turner 
Hail, on Tenth street, with Mr. Gerrighan, as 
usual, in the chair. There were at least 500 
men in the room, if not more, and it was with 
extreme difficulty that the crowd found seats. 


Many were onthe platform and others stood 
in the aisles. The thro was a very good 
natured one, and every joke made by ever 
speaker was welcomed by a broad and audi- 
ble grin. The meeting was begun by the 
yassage of the following resolutions anent the 
naction of the Franklin avenue men who have 
declined to take any part in the strike:

Whereas, The drivers and conductors of the 
Franklin Avenue Line have acted the part of 
‘*scabs’’ and ‘‘rats’’ by not joining with us in 
thisfmovement; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we ask the citizens and 
every person who is the habit of riding on said 
line to help us in this our common cause by re- 
fusing to ride on or patronize said line so long 
as they maintain their present atttude toward 
this Union; and, 

Resolved, That we will toa man support and 
maintain our Union, and strive by fair means 
in our powcr to keep the present public snp- 
port and sympathy with us that we now have, 
and we earnestly implore every member of 
our Union to behave quietly and gentlemanly 
in this strike for freedom; and, 

Resolved, That we discountenance y act 
of violence, and will use every means in our 
power to gain our desired ends; and that we 

will only use fair, honorable and legitimate 
means to accomplish our purpose.

a popular demonstration. As the cars came in 
they were pelted with mud and sand, throwu off 
the track, andin several instances the win- 
dows were smashed in. The police were noti- 
ned and Capt. Kennett eame to the scene of 
the difticulty with a strong squad of police. 
The only way he could get the cars through 
was by putting a cordon of police about euch 
one. The mob was in avery excitable condi- 
tion, and could very easily have. been in- 
flamed into a serious source of dan- 
ger to lite and property. _To 
the cœol and determined action of Oupt. Ren- 
nett, allied with the moral suasion the em.: 
ployed is alone due the fact that 
the mob, were held within bounds at all. 
Car No. 24 of the Gravois Line which came in 
at 12:15 had „as rough a time as any. The 
crowd threw it offthe track repeatedly and so 
crowded upon and yelled at the mules that 
they — pull. The police had been do- 
ing the driving, but here Capt. Kennett order. 
ed them to stop. After fifteen minutes of 
crowd fighting, the car managed to reach 
Sixth street and was then deserted by the 
mob. Car No. 21 which followed wus of the 
Yellow line. With a cordon of police entirely 
surronnding itit ran the gauntlets to Eight 
street, and was there allowed to go. 
MOB AT NINTH AND CHESTNUT. 

Another ear of the Mound City Line on which 
the number was painted out, driven by an old 
man named Dennis Soroghan, came round the 
corner next. It was stopped at Eighth and 
Pine by the mob who pelted the ancient John 
with sand and addressed a great many un- 
complimentary remarks to him. Capt. Ren- 
nett besought the crowd to be quiet, but 
they would not and half 2 dozen 
arrests bad to be made before the dirt throw- 
ing was stoppeds!t was evidently impossible to 
ret the car through thethrong of people,and so 
it was thrown off the track, reversed and sent 
home with the back window smashed in and 
the driver thoroughly frightened and muddied. 
The police acted admirably. Although they 
were hooted every time an arrest wasjmade, 
and got an occasional shower of mud and 
sand, they kept their tempers and did their 
work. 

At 12:40 a riotous demonstration occurred on 
Ninth and Chestnut, participated in to qeonsid- 
erable extent by boys. None of the strikers 
were present, or if they werc, they did not 
make themselves known. Two cars on the 
Union Depot Line were stopped there and not 
permitted to go any further. Crowds gathered 
all around them and began to push and lift 
with a view of throwing the cars over. At the 
same time the boys began to hurl 
mud rand macadam. There were 
several ladies in the cars und they 
were hurried out as speedily as possible. The 
teams were changed and the cars took the 
back track. It was only by the liberal use ot 
the locust and some remarkably lively work 
that the police beat off the mob and got the 
cars away before they were thrown into the 
gutter. The action of the mob was loudly 
cheered from the sidewalk, and the retreating 
cars were followed for a block and pelted with 
stones and mud. 

THE MAYOR ON THE STRIKE. 

A POST-isPATCH reporter called on Mayor 
Ewing at noon and askedif he hud taken any 
official notice regarding the strike.

The Latest—3 P. M. 

The situation remains unchanged. The men 
are standing out and refuse any compromise. 
Three cars are running on the Union Line, 
three on Olive street, four on Fifth street, 
two on the Yellow Line on Washington avenue, 
three on the People’s Line on 
Fourth street, and a very small 
number on the various lines on Fourth street. 
Franklin Avenue Line is the only one running 
all its cars, Mr. Walsh having assured his men 
that lie will do whatever the various lines 
agree to do. Numerous arrests have been 
made and the Chestnut Street Station is full of 
prisoners. The strikers held a parade at 3p. m., 
marching down Marketstreet from Turner Hal 
to Fourth street, north on Fourth to Washing- 
ton avenue, cast to Fifth street, south to the 
Court House. Where the procession dis- 
pursed. It isextremely probabe that no 
cars willrun to-night.The strikers are not mak- 
ing any resistance, however, all the interfer- 
ence coming from outside parties. 

An advertisement from the car companies in 
another column expresses their determination 
not to accede to the demands of the men, and 
they — if the authorities will protect them 
they will run their cars. 

At the afternoon sessions of the meeting at 
Turner Hall nothing of importance transpired. 
The men heard of.the street maanagers’ deter- 
mination and determined to stick out. At 3 
O clock they proceeded on their parade.

PERMANENT IMPROVEMENTS. 


Nearly $200,000 Invested in New Buildings 
During the Week. 

During the week ending at noon to-day the 
City Fire Department issued permits for new 
brick and frame buildings to cost a total of 
5178, 340, or $173,050 for the brick buildings, and 
$5,290 for the frames. Aside from this, permits 
were issued for alterations on buildings to cost 
$700, repairs 8,0 0, and additions to cost 99,

Shufeldt’s Errand in China. 
Washington Dispatch to Cleveland Leader. 

A story has been going the rounds of the 
press for some time to the effect that Commo- 
dore Shufeldt was about to take charge of 
the Chinese navy ata Salary of $10,000 a year. 
The story was sent out from here in detail, 
The fact is that the statement is a harmless 
fiction which bas.been rather amusing to the 
Commodore. Hebas been assigned to duty 
attached to the American Legation in China, 
and this fact together with an offer that he re- 
ceived last vear furnished the groundwork for 
the romance. The Chinese Government, when 
a war with Russia seemed probable last year, 
offered the command of their navy to the Com- 
modore, Which he declined. The tender has 
not been renewed, and there is no prospect of 
such a contingency as far as is known. The 
duty Shufeldt goes on is to make a final effort 
to establish diplomatic relations with Corea. 
He knows more about the mysterious policy of 
that kingdom than any other American, hav- 
ing been there at the time of the first difficulty 
thirteen years ag He is the only man who 
ever succeeded in having his official letter 
reach the Corean capital and received areply, 
all other communications having been, with- 
ont exception, treated with conteynpt. He 
succeeded thus far when in Corean waters 
last year in the courseof his cruise around the 
world. He now goes to seek that distinction 
in diplomacy that he has acquired as a war- 
rior. He will start for his new field as soon 
as action is taken by the Senate upon the 
Chinese treaties.

A Journalist’s Speculation.

In the year 1865, I think it was, a politician

This was to buy Barren Island, lying be- 
tween Coney Island and Rockaway Island, 
und hold it for the necessities of the Empire 
State. The quarantine of New York had 
originally been on Bedloe’s Island, where the 
statue ot Freedom Illuminating the World is 
to be erected, and was put there in 1758, 
where it remained till 179%, when it was 
established on Governor’s Island right under 
the nose of the Battery. There the yellow 
fever broke outin 1799, and the State Com- 
missioners bought thirty acres of ground for 
a quarantine on Staten Island, which con- 
tinued to be the place till 1858, when the 
neighbowrs by viole.ee burnt the buildings. An 
attempt was made to put the institution on 
Sandy Hook, the best place unquestionably, 
but New Jersey interposed objections, and so 
the close of the war found the quarantine 
problem onthe public’s hands, anda huge 
amount of newspaper sensation was left off. 
We were all doowed to die without any ex- 
ception unless some time during the day a 
quarantine was purchased and the public in- 
dignation stopped. Itisinthe exclamatory, 
headlong way of agitation that garve and pre- 
cautionary things are too often done, and 
generally underneath the noise some chap or 
junto is trying to doa bargain. It was so in 
this case. The old doctor was a man of con- 
siderable influence at that time, having 
„mixed“ into the quarrel about quarantine 
with knowledge and authority, and it had oec- 
cured to him that, by the way he was inter- 
viewed, and called on to speak, and to refute 
somebody, he ought now to get immediatey 
rich. He hadared nose, wore prodigious 
spectacles, and might have been the surgeon 
ofthe Flying Dutchman, or Captain Kidd. 
The way he would combiwwe in the same sen- 
tence avarice, science, and philanthrophy, 
was to me the greatest inducement to go with 
him. The politician was a poor, meritorious, 
anxious man, all his lifea clerk to something, 
and with a notion that he was Warwick who 
could rend or make things. Both were thor- 
oughly good fellows, indulging the innocent 
Vision of instant wealth, the noblest vision, I 
think, in my life, because it disposes at once 
of all the mean processes to wealth and gives 
play to every generous imagination. 

We took a ¢onveyance to Sheepshead Bay 
and there took a sailboat to Barren Islan 
and made our way over dead horses and 
hospital poultices and the scattered refuse of 
a vast city to a little hut, where for about 
twenty-five dollars we secured a refusal of a 
large part of the island for thirty days. As 
we passed over Coney Island it never occurred 
to us that there was the philanthrophy, there 
the protit. Yet wejcould have bought acres on 
Coney Island for fifty dollars a piece. Ulti— 
mately the quarantine was built outin the 
Lower Bay on piles, and nothing remains of 
that great sensation but my recollection of a 
happy sunny May-day, sixtecn years agu.

AID FOR AGRICULTURE. 


Valuable Hints for the Husband- 
man and Housekeeper. 


‘Spring Plowing—Fuel From Waste Pro- 


ducts—Owning Machines in Common 
—Asparagus Culture—The Cab- 
bage Worm—Household 
Recipes. 


“Do we plow too much?” was the question 
put by one of our readers afew weeks ago, 
who then proceeded to give his experience in 
the preparation of land for corn without plow- 
ing, on which corn had been grown the year 
before. Another implement was used, and 
the results, as stated by our correspondent, 
proved very satisfactory in saving time and 
labor, and also in the outcome of the crop. 
This experiment is suggestive, and no doubt 
arrested the attention of numerous readers, 
and it is not improbable that some of them 
may adopt the new departure” in the pre- 
parat iom of their land for the spring crops. 

The preparation of the soil for the reception 
ot seed is the most important of all mechanical 
operations on the farm, but the time, the de- 
sired depth and the manner of doing the 
work depends upon various circumstances, as 
the kind of crop to which it is intended to de- 
vote the land, the character of the soil, etc. 
There is no question that the time and labor 
of plewing some fields for spring crop are un- 
necessary, or in other words that fields which 
have been well tilled during the preceding 
season may be put into good condition for the 
reception of seed by the use of implements 
which greatly cconomize time and toil. But 
of course, this method caanot be followed ut 
random. Every farmer knows that/a great 
deal depends upon the season as we'l as the 
kind or character of the soil. It sometimes 
happens that a light or naturally friable soil 
has become packed and hard by beating 
storms, and that plowing it is indispensable 
in order to vut it into proper condition for a 
soils 
ofa much heavier texture turn over like an 
ash-heap; so that in this, as in other things, 
the judgment of the farmer must govern in 
the methods empioyedin carrying on the 
operations of his farm. 

A few words here upon spring plowing are 
not out of place. Sandy or gravely soils may 
be plowed or replowed in the spring without 
running much risk; butit is different with 
clay soils, and tbe rule should govern that 
clay is to be plowed in the fall or winter. To 
pursue a different course involves a risk, es- 
pecially with undrained land. A clay loam 
which is underdrained and has been well cul- 
tivated may be treated more like a lighter 
soil; but even then prudence is required, for 
clay soils aresensitive and are often injured 
by starting the plow too soon after a heavy 
rain, showing the effect in the vield of the 
crop. Stiff, adhesive soils, whether clayey or 
loumy cannot be plowed to advantage while 
However, such soils are im- 
proved by frequent plowing, as this reduces 
them to that finely comminuted condition 
which is favorable to the growth of plants. 
All tillable land has more or less clay in it, 
and if worked when too wet, the result is 
hurtful. It is in this way that disappoint- 
ment occurs in the yield of rich alluvia — 
which fail to produce abundantly because the 
clay is thus rendered comparatively useless. 

It may seem superfluous to some of our 
readers to offer suggestions that are well un- 
derstood bythem. It must not be forgotten, 
however, that many of our later readers are 
young farmers, or men who have had little or 
no experience in tilling the soil. Nor is itout 
of place to occasionally remind farmers of 
longer experience that much care must be 
exercised in plowing or replowing land in 
spring. In no small degree does the success 
ol the season’s crop depend one the farmer’s 
prudence in this regard; nor does the matter 
end with a single season,and this is cne thing 
that is frequently lost sight of atthe time a 
farmer may be turning over his land. While 
land is too wet to plow, whetherin fall or 
spring, to turn it up so that it will bake is to 
injure it for several years, entailing much un- 
necessary loss both of yield of crops and of 
labor to restore itto a natural condiiion of 
fertility. 

OWNING MACHINES IN COMMON, 

Is would seem that some practical scheme 
could be devised whereby farmers could save 
much of tbe expense that is now involved in 
the purchase, repair, and housing of agri- 
cultural implements and machinersy. At 
present every considerable farmer owns all 
implements he is required to use on his es- 
tate. Among those he purchases is 
a grain drill, a roller and a corn-planter. 
They are all costly implements and it is gen- 
— * the case that he uses neither of them 
more than four or five days during a single 
season. The remainder of thetime they lie 
idle. It is often the case that they remain 
out of doors for want of a proper place to 
store them. In tbe great majority of cases 
they might be made to perform four or five 
times the service they do. A roller could be 
employed to render a thousand acres smooth 
in the course of a single season. It might be 
necessary to use it early in the moining or 
late in the. afternoon, or even during a moon- 
light evening. Farmers and their teams can 
work at unusual hours when occasion de- 
mands as well as men and horses that are em- 

loyed in cities, Where work in the evening is 
yy no Means uncommon. m 

No other class of people own implements 
that they use one-fiftieth portion of the time. 
Many manufacturers run their works night 
and day because they think they cannot afford 
to bave their costly machinery remain idle. 
Farmers, bowever, do not practice economy 
in the same way that manufacturers do. They 
cherish a sort of false pride in owning all the 
implements they want to use, and often pur- 
chase articles that are unprofitable, consider- 
ingthe short time they are able to employ 
them. It is often cheaper to hire the use of 
the article, even at high price, than to be at 
the expense of buying it. There seems to be 
no good reason for not owning many imple- 
ments in common. If*each of ten farmers 
would contribute $25, the sum would be suffi- 
cient to purchase all the costly articles of ma- 
chinery that would be required to do the work 
of belt farms. It would also erect a build- 
ing for protecting them. Economy might also 
be exercised if each of several farmers would 
purchase one machine and exchange its use 
with those owning other machines designed 
for a different purpose. 

FUEL FROM WASTE PRODUCTS. 

The experience of last winter showed the 
people of the Northwest the importance of 
utilizing for fuel all the substances of any 
considerable value for producing heat that are 
in the vicinity of their homes. Persons who 
lived at a distance from railroads were put to 
great inconvenience, and in many cases en- 
dured a great amount of suffering on account 
of the lack of wood and coal. Even those who 
lived within a short distance of a railway sta- 
tion often found it difficult to obtain a supply 
of fuel on account of the frequent blockades 
of snow, and the delay in running trains. 
West of the Mississippi River much corn was 
burned for fuel, and in some cases persons 
were driven to the necessity of burning fences 
and portions of buildings. The fuel famine 
was general throughout the West. 

A similar state of affairs may not occur 
again for many years, but it isthe part of wis- 
dom to be prepared for it if it does transpire. 
The working of deposits of peat should re- 
ceive attention in all places where they exist. 
In nearly all portions of the West where there 
were the greatest inconvenience and suffering 
on account of the lack of fuel last winter there 
ene Donen of peat that would supply the in- 
babitants for centuries. A little enterprise 
would not only furnish fuel witnout the ex- 

nditure of money, but would result in 

raining many bogs, thereby making an in- 
crease of the amount of productive land, and 
at the same time rendering the country more 
healthful.

Even 
if the outer fibre is used for manufacturing 
ted tary , the interior of the stalk—the ee 

bre—is not utilized. It burns readily, an 
produces an intense heat, and is, moreover, 
very clean. It is not in a form, however, that 
allows it to be conveniently burned in a grate 
or stove. 

It is suggested that an appliance could be 
constructed that would compress the entire 
stalks, or the woody fibre that remains after 
the bark has been taken off, into pieces of 
convenient size to burn in stoves and grates. 
The same machine could also be employed 
for compressing sawdust, tan-bark, straw 
and coarse hay. it could also be employed 
for compressing the stalk, leaves and seed- 
heaps of hemp, which is now raised for fuel 
in some portions of Minnesota, Nebraska, and 
Dakota. The leaves and bark of the hemp 
plant contain a considerable amount of rosin 
which would cause the mass to cohere, an 
greatly increase its inf a nmaliity. 

All ingenious inventois might contrive a 
machine that would not only compress all the 
substances named. but also dry and wet 
peat. The machine should be simple in con- 
struction, strong and cheap. It would be 
necessary for every person to own one. If 
they were as plenty as thrashing machines 
they could do all the work required of them, 
the owners of them could go from one farm to 
another and prepare the materials that were 
on hand. When not employed on farms they 
could be operated at saw-mills, tanneries, 
andonthe banks of peat bogs. Even where 
soft coalis gemerally employed as fuel, some 
material is wanted for starting fires and 
burning in parlor stoves and grates. 

BEET-SUGAR IN MICHIGAN. 

At a meeting of the Muskegon County Hor- 
ticultural Society, held in Muskegon on Sat- 
urday last, and reported in the Chronicle, a 
paper was read by George T. Clark, a civil 
engineer now residing there on “Sugar, or 
the Peculiarly Favorable Pasition that Wes- 
tern Michigaif Near the Lake Coast Offered 
for the Development of à Great Industry.” 
The object of the paper was to call attention 
to the culture of the sugar-beet for the pur- 
pose of sugar-making. Mr. Clark showed 
by meteorological tubles that the temperature 
ami rainfall along the coast was similar to 
the sugar-beet-growing district of Europe. 
He alsoread from Prof. Winchell’s pamph- 
let, entitled, The Isothermels of the Lake 
Region in North America,“ in support of his 

osition, that the entire eastern coust of Like 
Michigan was adapted tothe suyar-beet cul- 
ture. He also quoted various authorities to 
show that the soil was one in which the beet 
would flourish. That no location in the 
country possessed so many essentials re- 
quired for the successful prose- 
cution of an industry as this in the way 
of cheap transportation, cheap lands, 
fuel and fertilizing materials. That, owing 
to the land being so largely unoccupied, com- 
panies could, as in Europe, occupy large dis- 
tricts and raise their own beets. That the in- 
dustry wouldin a very short time take a 
prominent position among the great indus- 
tries of the country at such points as were 
found most favorable toit. The great sugar 
district of the country would eventually be 
in the North. He instanced the history of the 
two industries—the cane and beet sugar. 
That the cane-sugar district of the South was 
ceded to the Union in 1804. That with all the 
protection and aid they had received from the 
Government in the way of high protective du- 
ties, and the protection of these lands from 
the overflow of the Mississippi, they are only 
able to day to furnish 13 percent of the re- 
quired sugar consumption of the country; 
that within the same period (seventy-five 
years) the beet-sugar industry of Europe had 
started up, and were now making about 40 
per cent of the sugar products of the world, 
in a climate and soil similar to ours. But 
nothing could be done in the way of starting 
the industry until it was satisfactorily dem- 
onstrated that the beet could be grown with 
success from which sugar could be extracted 
at a profit, and he urged the growing of small 
quantities for the purpose oftesting che ques- 
tion. 

He said he did not hesitate to assert that if 
a favorable showing could be made for this 
peculiar industry, there was no location in 
this country its equal, and he doubted 1f its 
superior could be found in the world. 


TRAINING A HEIFER, 


Mr. D. H. Thing thus gives to the readers of 
the Dirigo Rural his method of breaking ina 
heifer to milk at the time of dropping her first. 
calf. His method is one that is perfectly safe 
for any farmer to adopt: 

Use her gently and always have a kind word 
or a love pat for her, so that vou may always 
be looked upon as a friend. Treat her with 
great kindness and familiarity for a few 
months before coming to milk. If the bag is 
caked or inflamed, wash it carefully but thor- 
oughly foralong time with the hand until 
the hardnessis gone. If it returns repeat 
the treatment and persevere. When the 
calf is dropped, go into the pen and help rub 
him dry and assist bim to take his first meal. 
Then, with a dry, soft cloth wipe the bag and 
teats and strip her clean. Probably the bag will 
be tender, the teats may be short, and the ex- 
perience new. Don’t call her bad names 
speak naughty words, kick, strike or get ma 
if sbe unceremoniously pokes vou over. 
Keep cool, and if there are any loafers about, 
let her alone till you can get them out of 
sight. Thentake a rope and pass it around 
the hind leg below the gambrel, raw the 
foot back and tie the rope toa spike driven 
in a girt or post. There she is, no harm done; 
she is not frightened, she is not hurt, is pow- 
erless for iil and completely at your service. 
Now take vour stool and sit quietly down, 
und, after rubbing and scratching the udder 
forawhile, gently draw out the milk. If 
she lifts her foot, keep steadily about your 
business and do not speak. Follow this 
course for a few days and you will have not 
only a cow that will not kick, but one that 
does not know howto do it. I don’t try 
them to see if they will Kick, but put on the 
rope the first time, as it is unsafe to let them 
learn the trick. 


CABBAGE WORM. 

An expdtiment tried by C. C. Young, of 
Henry county, O., results in the discovery 
that unleached wood ashes prevent the ray- 
ages of the cabbage worm and the deposit of 
eggs on the plants by the millers. He says: 
took dry, unleached wood ashes in full 
strength, and splashed light on top of each 
plant, fromahalf toafull stove shovelful, 
determined to kill the worms if it killed the 
cabbage (which was sure of destruction any- 
way, ifno better remedy could be found than 
had been applied), and to my satisfaction 
and almost astonishment. the first applica- 
tion proved a radical eure, Killing 
almost instantly every worm touched by the 
ashes. I took pains to jar the plant, by hit - 
ting it slightly with my foot, to shake the 
ashes down thoroughly between the leaves, to, 
be sure to make soap of every worm.“ The 

lants were not only uninjured by the ashes, 
put “started with new life and energy. The 
swarm of millers which had been constantly 
bovering over the patch seemed to leave in 
disgust, andno further trouble was expcri- 
enced for several weeks, but a rapid and un- 
molested growth of the plant ensued. But 
finally the millers gradually made their ap- 
pearance again, and Il resorted to the same 
means as before, with equal success, and the 
result was as fine alot of cabbage as I ever 
raised before this pest was known—some 
heads too large to go into a half bushel.” 


ASPARAGUS CULTURE, 


Asparagus thrives best on a deep sandy 
loam. Itshould by no means be planted on 
stony land, forthe stones will obstruct the 
tender sprouts and make them grow crooked, 
and will also interfere withthe knife in cut- 
ting. The best land is the fine sandy loam of 
our corn fields or plain land. The plants are 
grown from seed sown thickly in a seed bed 
the year before the field is planted; if only a 
few hundred are wanted fora family supply 
they can be bought of some — 1 more 
cheaply than they can be raised m seed. 
The seed is sown early in spring, in rows, b

Still, I believe that seed selected 
in the way that Capt. Moore, of Concord, 
ractices, is worth more than all the trouble 
t costs to save it; in fact, itis one of the se- 
crets of his uniform suecess in growing as- 
paragus, the others being good land, heavy 
manuring, Wide planting and thorough til-

4115 method of saving seed is as follows: 
Early in spring he goes through the field and 
marks those stools which throw unusually 
large sprouts, by driving a stake near them; 
the men who cut these sprouts daily for mar- 
ket are instructed to let these sprouts grow 
up and run to seed; thus they grow up and 


blossom witbout danger of mixing the pol- 


len from inferior stems, which are Kept 
closely cut. The seed gathered from the 
staked stools may be expecied and really does 
prove of superior qualitv. 

The land for asparagus is prepared by plow- 
ing in a good dressing of manure, harrowing 
and rolling; the| furrows are then struck out 
with a large plow, three and a half feet apart, 
going several times in the same furrow, and 
finally shoveling out the furrow by hand, so 
as to plant the roots six or eight inches below 
the general surface after the furrows are fill- 
ed. The furrow is dressed with some fine 


- compost and the roots planted a foot apart, 


covering at first only lightly with a hoe, so as 
not to smother the young plants with too 
much covering. The ridge between the rows 
is - usually planted with carrots or beets, 
and oaiter this . crop 1 harvest- 
ed the ridges are leveled down. 
The next year the asparagus will require 
cultivating and hoeing to * it in order, but 
by no means drop it till the third year from 
planting, or the fourth from seed. It should 
receive a moderate dressing of fine manure 
every spring, Which is worked in with the 
disk burrow. The object in planting the roots 
so deeply isto give the barrow a chance to 
work over the tops of the roots without injur- 
ing them. ‘The cropping end marketing of 
asparagus nceds à good deal of care; it should 
be cut every morning before breakfast, and 
tied up directly in bunches. The best knife 
is a common butcher’s knife filed with saw 
teeth for three inches from the point. With 
this aman can cut rapidly for an hour with- 
out stopping to sharpen, which is not true of 
anv other style of knife I have seen. The 
knife will need grinding and filing daily. 


Household Recipes. 

PIGEONS, BROILZD.—Cut out the breasts 
or fillets of the birds, dip them in a little 
melted butter, then in bread crumbs, and 
broil overa clear fire. Light sprinkle with 
salt and pepper and serve on toast with a gar- 
nish of watercress. 

LEMON CAKE.—Beat to a cream one cup of 
butter and three cups of powdered sugar. 
Add the yolks of five eggs, previously well 
beaten, the juice and grated rind of one 
lemon, andacupof milk with one teaspoon 
of saleratus (or baking powder) dissolved in 
it. Then add the whites of the eggs beaten to 
. — froth; sift in four cups of flour and 
ake. 


STEWED TOMATOES.—Take fine ripe toma- 
toes and pour over them boiling water, in or- 
der to loosen the skins. Slip off the skins and 
lay the tomatoes in a dish with a little butter, 
salt and — scattered over them. Set 
them on the stove and let them cook slowly 
about fifteen minutes. Then take them off 
and turn them. iAdd a little more butter and 
dredge over them a little flour. 
them a secant cup of milk to make a gravy; set 
them back on the stove to scald about ten 
minutes. 


ALA MORE BEEF.—Take a round of beef 
make agreat many holes through it: roll 
strips of raw salt pork in a seasoning made of 
one-half teaspoon euch thyme, salt, pepper 
and cloves. Then draw these strips through 
tbe holes inthe beef. Put six oniens, two 
tabiespeons milk, and one quarter pound 
butter in a saucepan: stewthe onions tender: 
put beef, onions and all into a pot, with water 
just enough to cover them; let it cook slowly 
tive hours. Just before taking up, add a pint 
of claret if you choose. 

CREAMED CHICKEN.—Clean and cut up in 
neat pieces two chickens. Tut them on to 
boil and before they are done pare some pota- 
toes, cut them in two, lay them on top of the 
chicken and let them‘%oil till done. Then 
take up the potatoes carefully ona plate by 
themselves; pour a pint of sweet cream upon 
the chicken, let it heat, thenthicken with a 
scant tablespoonful of flour dissolved ina 
small cup of milk. Season with salt, pepper 
and fresh butter. If you have no cream sweet 
milk will answer, but more butter will be re- 
auired. 


BEET SALAD.—The new beets must be thor- 
oughly boiled—nothinig is worse in the way 
of food than a half-cooked beet. When done 
cut them while hotin rather thin slices and 
marinade them—that is let them lie for an 
hour or two in a mixture of two tablespoon- 
fuls oil, one spoon vinegar, and a small pinch 
of salt. Of course more than this must be 
used if there is to be a large dish of salad. 
When ready for serving put them in the salad 
dish with some very young and tender leaves 
of (uncooked) dandelion. Dress with oil, 
vinegar, salt and pepperin the usual way. 


ANGEL Foop.—Here is a recipe for“ Angel 
Food,“ thedelicious white cake which has 
become so popular. In taste and in appear- 
ance it is everything that cake should be: The 
white of 11 eggs, I cup of flour after sifting, 1 
teuspoonful of cream of tartar. Sift the flour 
and cream of tartar four times. Beat the 
eggs toa stiff froth, and then beat in one and 
one-half cups of granulated sugar, and a tea- 
spoonful of vanilla. Addthe flour and beat 
hghtiv but thoroughly. Bake in an ungreased 
pan, siowly, 40 minutes. The pan should have 
u tin strip projecting above euch corner, in 
order that when it is turned over to cool, the 
air may circulate freely under it. Cut it out 
when cool, The pan should be a new one. 
An ordinary pan will answer, ifit be set on 
the edges of two other pans to cool. Some 
housekeepers will find that this cake bakes 
beautifully in an earthware dish. It is neces- 
sary that the oven should be a slow one: ik it 
is very hot the door may be loft open. The 
cake should rise gradually. 


Working on the Panama Canal. 
From the London Times. 


A private letter from Colon, dated the Sth 
of March, just received at Liverpool, makes 
the following reference to the present posi- 
tion of M. de Lessep’s canal across the 
Isthmus of Panama: 

„There are in the field to-day 73 civil 
engineers, clerks, etc. They are engaged in 
makinga ‘complementary survey’—that is, 
verifying last year’s survey aud in endeavor- 
ing to make it better. They have 400 laborers, 
and will take 200 more. They have divided 
the distance into four-mile surveying camps, 
and apparently are thoroughly organized. 
Their great obstacle is the Chagres River. 
They propose to do away with it entirely by 
building adam at a point where, at and be- 
tween Mount Gamboa and another, it strikes 
the proposed line of the canal. This dam 
will be a most stupendous affair, 

erhaps the largest ever built, 

f, indeed, they succeed in building it. They 
have already sunk a shaft 00 feet deep at the 
point where they propose to build the dam 
and have not found bed rock, which they 
must do before the dam is commenced. This 
fact is giving them great anxiety. The di- 
mensions of the pro sed dam are: Length 
1,800 yards, height 50 vards, thickness at bot- 
tom 1,040 yards and thickness at top 260 yards. 
By building this dam they will (or the ro- 

se to) create a lake capable of Zolling 

000, 000, 000 tons of water, which will have 
an overflow to the Pacific. 

Their present estimate is this: Caaal to 
be completed in six years, working 8,000 men, 
The canal can he made at this int—viz: 
Colon to Panama—and will be, if it is built 
anywhere in this region, for the Nicaraguan 
route is impracticable. But whoever builds 
it must have money.

“It been supposed that there might have 
been some trouble in the brain, and the treat- 
ment has been based on that supposition. 
But, on studying the case, it became very 
clear that there was no paralysis of motion; 
that he could walk when led quietly along by 
the coat without difficulty. But when I let 
co of him he would stop When I shouted at 
bim he would turn apd come toward me like 
a dog. 
head scunds, although when a pistol was 
fired off close to his bead there was little 
sien of consciousness that anything unusual 
had been done. At slighuter noises a meaning- 
less smile would appear on his counten- 
ance.“ F : 

„Do you believe that he is conscious?’ 

„ doubt whether there is any remeniberable 
consciousness. When be comes out of tie 
trunpce he will not recall his experiences whet 
in this state. Sensibility is not entirely aboi- 
ished. A red hot piece of platinum held foi 
some time at the back of his neck caused hiin 
to wince somewhut. I assume that he felt 
the cuutery in a slight degree. But when he 
wakes be will not remember it. Under chlor- 
oform or ether the same thing happens. He 
cid not show any signs of sensation when the 
electric current Was applied to him. It fre- 
quently occurs that in cases of a trance the 
electric current is notfelt, although the stead- 
ily applied cautery will be felt. In my ex- 
periments in artificial trance I benumbed a 
man’s arm by giving him a suggestion of 
numbness, so that 1 burned a deep hole in 
bis arm witha cautery without his making a 
sign of sensation. That was a case of positive 
induced insensibilitv. This Pennsylvania 
case is that of a negative insensibility.”’ 

**How is this patient fed?“ 

“They feed him just as they would a baby. 
They put the liquid food in his mouth,and he 
swailows it. When he has had enough he 
stops swallowing. Theother functions of the 
body are normal to aboutthe same extent. 
The pulseis natural and regular, but in- 
creases when he gets up te walk. The nutri- 
tion of the body 1s well preserved, and he is 
constantly gaining in weight. His eyes are 
closed all the time, and resist attempts to 
openthem. The pupil is sensitive to light. 
He has not spoken a word or uttered a sound. 


It is a case ot trance lethargy.“ 


„Ho did he get into such a state?“ 

„Probably through discouragement and de- 
spair. He was frightened and worried into it 
through want of money or friends. He is ap- 
parently an Hungarian emigrant, and had in 
bis possession, when found, only a penny and 
an Hungarian prayer book.” 

Will he get out of the trance?“ 

He may come out of it to-morrow, and he 
may remain in it for weeks or months. There 
isacase cf trance rigidity in the British 
Asylum that has been there between one anil 
two years. e has spoken twice in that time, 
and isfed the’same as this man. U have just 
received a letter from Dr. Erdman, by which 
it uppears the patient is improving a little. 
He writes: *This evening he opened his eyes 
twice, but bas not done so betore or since. 
There seems to be more life in the fellow. I 
am satisfied that he secs. I tried him a num- 
ber of times when his eyes were held open. I 
made fists at him and he invariably laughed. 
He seems also now sensible of pam. We had 
aman play on a flute for him. He laughed 
very mucn, and it seemed he felt like danc- 
ing. He made some movement with his feet, 
but his eyes were firmiy closed, so he did not 
accomplish much.“ 

Dr. Beard said he tried to have the man 
brought to New York on account of the in- 
teresting features his case presents. 


Transfusion of Blood. 
From the Chicago Times. 2ist. 


At half past 6 o' clock on last evening John 


Meehan was laid upon à bed in the surgical 
ward of the county hospital, and was, to all 
outward appearances, quite dead, navinyg 
been frighttully mutiltated by falling under 
the cars a short time previously. Tnere was 
no pulse, no respiration—in fact, there was 
scarcely any blood left iu his body, and he 
was virtually dead. Drs. L. L. MeArthur, 
house surgeon, Meecher and Billings, his as- 
sistants, aud Bradley and Keadall, extreenes, 
took the case under their supervision, and, 
notwithstanding the unfavorable conditions, 
thought it within the range of possibilities to 
suve his life, temporarily atieast. Lack of 
vital fluid being the principal trouble, it was 
decided to overcome this by the operation 
known as tle transfusion of blood, or sup- 
plying the patient’s circulating system with 
lood from some one else. While a couple of 
surgeons commenced the preparation of the 
upparatus, the others, by a method of arti- 
ficiul respiration, started the heart action in 
the patient and brought back what little lite 
remained in his body. 

There is a set of instruments designed 
especially for this operation, but as vet the 
hospital is without it, and Dr. MeArthur 
was obliged to improvise the necessary in- 
struments. These consisted of a silver low 
pipe from a dissecting-case, a piece of rubber 
tubing about four inches in length, and a 
hard rubber syringe. The next thing in order 
Was some one who would allow the doctors to 
tapa vein for the blood to be transfused. 
This person was found in Thomas Meehan. a 
brother to the injured man, anda splendid 
specimen of periect health, who willingly of- 
fered himselt forthe purpose. His right aru 
was bared to the shoulder, anda slight in- 
cision made in a vein lying close tothe sur- 
face, The warm blood was caught in a bowl 
and allowed to flow until there Was something 
like a pint in the dish. Then the blood was 

whipped, finally strained through the 
gauze to prevent any clots from being left 
in it. The vessel containing the blood was 
placed in a pan of water heated to a temper- 
ature of 110 degrees Fahrenheit—about/lz\de- 
grees higher than that of the blood. All these 
preparations having been completed, Dr. Me- 
Arthur made aa incision in the subject’s left 
urm, exporing the median basilic vein, which 
was lifted up, and a slight opening was made 
onthe side toward the heart. The rubber 
tube was then fitted over the large end of the 
892 and both were filled with blood. 

be small point of the blow-pipe was inserted 
in the opening in the vein, care being taken 
to prevent the admission of air, which would 
result fatally. The blood was then gradually 
forced into the vein through the tube, until 
the first quantity was exhausted. Another 
pint making in all about a quart of blood, was 
taken fromthe arm of the devoted brother 
and introduced inthe same manner. Com- 
presses were then placed over the incision, 
and the operation was over. It was expected 
that the patient might gain enough vitality 
Within a 8 two to submit to amputation,
